IS Es 2d the fpirit of Fa®ion, 
NSE and the fpirir of Li- 
berty had exerted themfelves at diffe- 
rent times and occafions, had brought 
his Obfervations down tothe reign of 
Q. Elizabeth, He legins No. 234, 
with an Eulogium upon her prudent 
conduét in the moft arduous diffi- 
culties that attended her acceflion to 
the Throne. Thefe difficulties he ex- 
plains at large, and goes on No, 235, 
to fpeak more largely of the means 
whereby fhe eftablifh’d her glory and 
confirm’d herfelf in the affe&tions of 
her People. Her firft principle was to 
be neither fear’d nor defpis'd by thofe 
fhe govern’d, He mentions fome in- 
ftances wherein fhe difcover’d her wif- 
dom in both thefe refpeéts, particular- 


ly in maintaining her Prerogative, , 


which altho’ fhe was fond of, yet took 
care it never fhonld be grievous, or if 
it fhould happen fo to particular per- 
fons, that it fhould appear fpecious to 
the publick. The <ffe&ts, he fays, of 
a bare-fac’d Prerogative are not fo dan- 
gerousto Liberty as the attempts which 
are made to furprize and undermine it. 
Wherefore Q. Eliz, never kept up a 
flanding Army, but placed her fecurity 
in the affeétion of her People, With 
refpeet to parties he extols her modera- 
tion and equity, by which conduét fhe 
ftood on firmer ground, and had lefs 
to fear from the fpirit of Faéion, She 
meither haftily efpoufed the party 


which fhe favour’d, nor inflam’d the 
fpirits of the adverfe party. The Pap ‘fs 
and Puritans fheufed with lenity, rill 
their evil, practices made it neceflary 
to execute rigours, and even then fhe 
diftinguifhed Papifts in confcience from 
Papifts in Fattion, nor condemnd the 
Zea! of the Puritans, but {ometimes cen- 
fured their Violence. He fays from 
Camden, fhe beftowed her tzvomrs with 
fomuch caution, and fo little diftinition, 
as to prevent either party from gaining 
the afcendant over her, whereby fhe re- 
mained Miftrefs of her own felf, aud pre- 
ferved both their affections and her ows 
power and authority entire. 

He proceeds to juftify Q. Eliz. from 
the imputation of avarice, by obfer- 
ving that fhe neither hoarded- up, nor 
was Javith of the publick money, 
Quotes a faying of the famousBurleizh, 
that, He never cared to fee the treafury 
fooell like a diforder’d fpleen, when the 
other parts of the common-wealth were 
in a Confumption ; and his miftrefs 
thought that money in the pockets of 
her {ubjelts was better thanin her own. 

It was her maxim to fave for the 
publick not for herfelf, and to meafure 
her riches by the riches of the nation 3 
refufed fupplies offered, and remitted 
payment of fupplies granted, when the 
publick fervice did not require it. 
The two great principles of herCEcono- 
my were s/f, Nor fuffering her Of- 
ficers toenrich themfelves by fraud or 
clandeftine management. 2d. Never 
attempting to doany thing with mo- 
néy that could be done with wifdom 
or courage.(See p.319. )For which cites 
fevcral inftances ; and obferves how 
greatly fhe promoted commerce, and 
increafed the fleet of England, which 
before was inconfiderabl:, jan.

AL L his oratory here is pointed at 
the perfon of a certain great man 
whom he reprefents as affecting all 
the qualities and requifites of the 
moft confummate ftatefman, without 
any qualifications in him neceffary 
for fo high a poft. He ridicules him 
for a ready habit of lying, becaufe it 
is fometimes proper for a politician 
to concea] the truth: Charges him 
with a dark myfterious procecding on 
all Occafions, becaufe fecrecy is requir’d 
ina ftatefman, and adds, thar "ris a 
proof that his fecret fervices are great 
by the Jarge fums requir’d for carrying 
them on, Says, good Intelligence is ano- 
ther excellent property in an able 
ftatefman, and therefore our mock-mi- 
nifter apes him in this particular ; 
gives a long detail of inftances to il- 
Juftrate what he advances. 

Confzfles, indeed, that the Aluétua- 
tion of affairs hath oblig’d the mini- 
{try to gofrom court to court ; to make 
treaties, which (as obferv’d by the au- 
thor of the London Journal ) it is by no 
means proper to execute and adds, 
They found us enzag’d in a treaty with 
the Emperor 3 but they have very wifely 
vary'd from it ---- They made a Treaty 
with France 5 and have hitherto very 
wifely obferv'd it —- they fent a large 
Squadron of fhips, with am hoflile ap- 
pearanse, and witheut any declaration 
of war, into the Weft-Indies; but they 
wifely gave tke Admiral inftru€ions not 
to make ufe of any othcr force than per- 
fwafion They fent another [quadron 
into the Baltick ; and a third into the 
Mediterranean 5 but they very wifely 
gave the Commanders of them the fame 
pacifick Inftruttions; even tho? Spain 
was aSually at war with us, and at. 
tacking one of our moft valuable pof- 
feffions——They afterwards enter’d in- 
to a treaty with Spain; but they have 
hitherto very wifely devliwWd te put it 
in execution; and if they are now nego- 
tiating another treaty at Vienna, as we 
fave been told, I doubt not that the 
‘ame wifdom will appear in ity whether 
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it isdefign’d to be put in exzcution or not. 
He concludes by reducing his ha- 
rangue into a kind of problematical 
order, and makesa great many bold 
interrogatories, the anfwering of 
which, he imagines, would lay his 
opponents under the dilemma, of dif- 
approving their own condu¢t, or al- 
lowing the juftnefs of his arguments ; 
fuch as thefe; Will our M———r execute 
the treaty of Seville, or will he not. 2? 
would a Reconciliation at Viennz, tho’ 
juftifiable in other perfons, be fo in him? 
hath not the Emperor fhewn that he does 
not fear us? will ke not aff2ct to fhow 
that he doth not want us? and many 
other queries to the like purpofe. See 
London Journal of the 16th. p. 6, 7.

(for which the government thought 
fit to caJlhim to an account ) inas 
much as there was nothing in it af- 
ferted, but only fuppofed ; and adds, he 
has as much right to reafon upon 
fuppofitions as Mr. Osborne ; and to 
cenfure the conduét of minifters, as he 





hath to approye it; for unlefs the 
tight is reciprocal, the liberty of the 
piel is no liberty at all, 
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As to what Mr. Walfingham had 
allow’d, that we havea right to ream 
fon upon politica] affairs, tho’ nat to 
lay down falfe faéts 3 he replies, that 
he has afferted no falfhoods, and only 
exercifed the natural right of every 
Free Briton, to offer his opinion on 
affairs, 

Concludes with faying, that if he 
fhould be cal]’d upon to defend himfelf 
in a court of juftice he muft fubmit to 
the law, and abide the judgment of his 
country, Seep. 298.

” HE Craftsman hav ing in his faid 
Journal advanced feveral argu- 
ments for the dishanding the Army and 
repealing the Riot 44, the Author of 
the Loudon Fournal undertakes here to 
confute them. Headmits that a Go- 
vernment ought to have no more pow- 
er than is neceflary for the fafety and 
protection, the prefervation and hap- 
pinefs of the people, but adds that the 
laws alone, without a power to exe- 
cute, and provide againft all fudden 
emergencies, and poflible dangers, will 
not anfwer thefe ends. Aflerts that 
the poffibility of powers being abufed 
is not a fufficient reafon to ftrip the 
Government of fuch a fecurity, or 
to lodge the fafety of the King in the 
affections of the people, which are va. 
riable and eafily feduced, and (as the 
Craftsman allows) very precarious, 
when he makes a doubt whether his 
prefent Majefty enjoysthem, Not on- 
ly Armies and Riot Aés, but even the 
very law itfelf, by ill defigning men 
may be ufed for our deftruétion, which 
were made for our fafety. But muft 
we part with the law, becaufe we may 
fuffer by the law ? Every nation round 
us isarm’d, and muft we alone ftand 
naked and defencelefs? If the liberties 
of many nations have been deftroy’d 
by flanding armies, the liberties of ma~ 
uv have been peeferv'd hy them, Men- 
tions 
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tions the Revolution’as an inftance, 
and believes the Pr. of Orange would 
not have fo eafily fucceeded, had the ar- 
my been as true to the King as they 
were to their country. That the dif- 
banding the army after the peace of 
Rifwick embolden’d the French King to 
fec his Grandfon on the Throne of 
Spain, anddeclarethe Pretender, which 
involv’d us ina ten years war: That 
nothing more intimidated the Mini- 
firy in the laft four years of Q. Aune‘s 
reign, than the honefty and bravery of 
the gentlemen of rhe army. 

As to the riot aét, he fays that pow- 
er is neceflary to prevent riots and tu- 
mults, and to difperfe the people when 
foaflembled. To this purpofe a law is 
made which tells them the confequen- 
cesofit; a proper officer gives them 
warning ; and ifafter this they will 
ftay and be hang’d, "tis their own 
fault. 

He allows, that fhow’da Juftice of 
the peace affume theliberty of reading 
the proclamation wherea member of 
parlian:ent is chufing, he ought to 
be hang’d. He don’t fee how this act 
can injure us any other way ; for 
while the conftitution is preferv’d, 
and our liberties taken care of by the 
government, the people can’t be un- 
jufily hurt by it. 

The remaining part of his difcourfe 
is fpent in getting forth the unreafona- 
blenefs of repealing this aét, from the 
behaviour of the authors of the Crafts- 
man and their abettors, who by their 
conduét in exciting uneafinefsin the 
people, have made it neceflary to cous 
tinue itin force,

unfupported by fuéts or reafon: juftie 
fies our miniftry from the afperfion 
that we are undoing what we have 
been doing thefe five years; and in- 
fifts that we have been cantinning to 
do the fame thing, that is, purfuing 
the peace and happinefs of the nation 
by different means, as alterations hap- 
pen’d, or circumftances varied, 

He then anfwers the Craftsman’s 
charge of deferting one ally, by fup- 
pofing that this ally may have views 
inconfiftent with the two other allies, 
and fo ftand difpofed to aét contrary 
to the defign of that treaty and our 
intereft. England is not obliged to 
execute the treaty, unlefs the other 
allies will act their part. 

The Craftsman charges the mini- 
ftry with obftinate perfeverance in bad 
meafures, and now with a precipitate 
alteration of councils, This the au- 
thor of this Journal denies, and fays, it 
fhould be more juftly called, a wife 
and prudent accommodating them- 
felves to the late unfortunate junéture 
of affairs. Changing hands is not an 
alteration of councils, but a conduét 
which wife and honeft men ought to 
obferve,

Reflections on the prefent State of Affairs, 
occafion'd bytheCraftsman, Jan. 9. 

E takes notice of the Craftsman’s 

method of drawing of charac- 

ters, in which he offends all'the laws 

of honefty, propriety and decorum ; 

charges without evidence or - 
a 
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and without common fenfe ; makes 
his Mock-miniffer a compofizion of in- 
folence, malice, and a {mall talent for 
ridicule, yet is not half fo odious as 
the Mock-patriot who dreft him; who, 
while he counterfeits publick virtue, 
is infamoufly abufing the publick : 
clothes himfelf with the love of his 
country, while he is making a jeft of 
it ; and injures the community, while 
he pretends the higheft regard for it ; 
and who, becaufe we have tried all 
pofible ways to preferve the peace, 
calls our minifters Dupes of all the 
powers of Europe, political Mendicants, 
ftrolling about from court to court. 

The Craftsman having advanc’d,that 
we are inexcufeable for not having fore- 
feen and prevented thefe conjunctures 
in which nothing can be done which 
is not a fault to do; our author asks, 
what conjunctures thofe are, in which 
a man is not at liberty to act reafon- 
ably and honeftly ? or can it be a 
fault fo to act ? 

By the treaty of Seville we only 
yielded to Spain a point, which, in 
real intereft, concerned fome of the 
contending powers. It could hardly 
‘be imagin’d that the Emperor would 
have put himfelf to the expence, or 
hazard of a war, for the fmall devia- 
tion of the Quadruple Alliance, had he 
not been informed, that the allies 
could not agree about the war; or 
that they difagreed about the fcene 
of action ; or, for the fake of peace, 
the allies might all concur to wait 
one Year to fee what the Emperor 
would do, Any of thefe fuppofitions 
affords a reafon why the treaty of 
Seville is not yet executed. 

As to the queries put by the crafts- 
man, (p. 4,) they are all ask’d for the 
fake of the two laft, which demand, 
Will not this meafure of making up 
with the Emperor be attended with 
worfe confequences than turning out 
the minifter ? and Will the ob- 
jections againft it, be fo ftrong, if 
manag’d by another hand? ———— 
he anfwers no; for perfons don’t al- 
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ter the relation of things, or change 
the nature of actions. If it is reafoe 


nable, ’tis equally fo whoever does it,

But while the miniftry have been 
induftrious in preventing confufions, 
and watching opportunities of accome 
modating differences,their adverfaries 
have practis’d all imaginary ways. to 
infult and embarraf$ them. 

Osborne clears himfelf from the im- 
putation which the Craftsman had 
charg’d him with, viz. that the fup- 
pofition that we are going to unite 
with the Emperor, will be attended 
with perfidy, infraction of treaties, 
and violation of faith.

This conduét of the laft reign, Fog 
fays, ought to be apply’d toa perfon 
or two fince dead, and not to the pre- 
fent minifters. Adds, that he might 
have fpar’d his encomium of the U- 
trecht treaty, or fhewn us the folly 
of cultivating a good underftanding 
with the Emperor and Spain at the fame 
time, by which our affairs,every where 
were left in a flupid calm ; for had 
they contriv’d to make either of em 
our enemy, we ihould always have 
had a quarrel and a treaty depending, 
and fo have given vent to our hu- 
mours and money too. 

The author having faid, that whest 
the prefent miniftry came into power, 
they obferv’d from the complexion of 
things mifchief muft be gath’ring fome 
where, which prov’d to be an alli- 
ance betwixt Spain and the Emperor, 
This, Fog affirms, was very fagacious 5 
but that the treaty he fpeaks of was, 
and ftill is deny’d by both the parties, 

He then eriticifes on feveral other

ly outweighing it, the accufed were 
then to be tied head and feet toges 
ther, and put into a river, on fup- 
pofition that if they fwam they muft 
be guilty, This trial they off-r'd 
to undergo, in cafe as many of their 
accufers fheuld be ferved in the like 
manner 3 which being done, they al] 
{wam very luoyant, to the no final] 
diverfion of the fpeét.tors, and clear- 
iug of the accufel.— This has revi- 
ved a like'tranfaétion in Somerfetfire 
in Sept. Lift, and another in France.

They 
affirm fhe fwam like a cork, tho’ 
forced f¢veral times under water ; 
and no wonder, for when they ftrain- 
ed the line, the ends whereof were 
held. on each fide of the pond, fhe 
muft of neceffity rif: 5 but by haling 
her ffom one bank to t’other, and 
often plunging, fhe drank water ¢- 
nough, and when almoft fpent, they 
poured in brandy to revive her, 
they drew her toa ftable, threw her

The following Narrative, giver by a 
Gentleman of unexceptionable Honour 
and Veracity, has been lately publifh- 
ed at kdinburgh. 

NE William Sutor, Aged about

(belonging to the Laird of Balzown 
near Craighal,) being about the 
month of December, 1728, in the 
fills with his fervants, near his 
own houfe, over heard at fome di- 
flance, as it were, an uncommon 
skreeking and noife; and they fol- 
lowing the Voice, fancied they faw 
a dark gray-colour’d Dog 5 but as it 
was dark night, they concluded it 
was a Fox, and accordingly were 
for fetting on their Dogs : but it 
was vesy obferveable, that not one 
of them would fo much as point 
his Head that way.

In December 1729, it again caft up 
to him at alou. the f.me place, and 
paft him at fome diftance. 

In June 1730, it appeared to him 
as formerly : And it was now he 
began to jndge it was fomething 
extraaordinary. 

On the Jaft Monday of Nov. 1730, 
about sky-fetting, as he was Co- 
ming from Drumlochy this officious vi- 
liter paifed him astormerly, and in 
paffing, he diftin@lly heard 1t f>eak 
thefe words, Within eight or ten days 


do or die; and inftantly cifappear’dy 
leaving him not a Jittle perplex’d. 

Next morning he came to his 
brother James's honf&,. and gave 
him a particular account of aj] thar 
had happen’d: And that night, a- 
bout 10 of the clock, thefe two bro- 
thers having been vifiting their §j- 
fter ac Glanbalow,. and returning 
home, ftept afide to fee the remark- 
able fpot, where thev had no fooner 
arriv’d, then ic appear’d to William, 
who ‘poititing his ‘fingerro it, ce 
fired his brother and a fervant wha 
was with them, to look toit; bug 
neither of them could fee any fuck 
thing, 

Next Saturday evening, as William 
was at his fheep-fold, it came up to 
him, and audibly utter’d thefe 
Words Come to the {pot of ground with- 
in half an ‘hour. Whereupon’ he 
went home, and taking a Sword and 
a ftaff in his hand, came to thie 
groimd, being at laft' determin’ to 
fee the Iffue, He had fearce encir- 
cled himfelf with a line of circum- 
vaJlation, when his troublefome fi- 
miliar came upto him, he ask’d it, 
In the name of God, who are you? i 
amfwer’d, Iam David Sutors George 
Sutor’s Brother: I killed a Man, more 
than 35 years ago, at @ bufhby Eaft 
the road as you go into the Ifa He 
faid to it, David Suter was a Man, 
and you appear as a Dog, It anfwer'd 
Tkiked him with a Dog, and am made 
to [peak out of the mouth of a Dog: and 
I ted you to go bury thefe Bones. 

This coming to the ears of tha 
Minifter of Blair, the Lairds of 
Glafcloon and Rychalzie, 8c. about 4 
Men, went together to the faid Ifles 
but after opening ground in fevee 
ral places, found no Bones, ; 

On the 23d of Decemb. about mid- 
night, when Wiliam was in bed,

daily, to {uch a degree, that laft year 
horrible, abominable fins appear'd, almoft 
unknown before in this Country ; and 
that we ought to fear, that the patience 
of the Lord, juftly provok’d, ceafing, bis 
Fudgments may at laft fall upon our 
dear Country, unlefs we endeavour to 
prevent them, by anunfeigned repentance 
and converfion,

Objervations in GARDENING for the Month of February. 


His is a month of great work 
for the gardener. 
"In the kitchen-garden renew the 
heat of your hot- beds with fresh dung, 
and continue to fow cucumbers and 
melons as in the former month. 

Make a large hot-bed for forward 
rhadithes, and fpring carrots ; they 
may be fown together, becaufe the 
rhadithes be drawn in March, where- 
by they will make room for the car- 
rots. The bed muft be cover’d with 
earth 7 or 8 inches thick, and de- 
fended with mats, fupported with 
hoops. 

Make a hot-bed for Batterfey kid- 
Mey-beans, and all forts of annuals, 
except African and French marigold, 
which may be deferr’d 10 or 20 days. 
About the middle of the month, up- 
on adeclining hot-bed fow colly-flow- 
er feeds ; alfo in the natural ground 
peafe, beans, parfley, {pinach, car- 
rots, parfnips, turnips, onions, leeks, 

- Dutch brown lettuce, and afparagus- 
feeds. 

Sow skerrits in light sich ground, 
-where they may have moifture. 

Plant garlick, thalots, and rockam- 
bole, for increafe, in light ground. 

Tranfplant young cabbage-plants 

(for a crop. 

Make plantations of ftraw-berries, 
rasberrics, goofe-berries, currants, 
and rofes. 

Elm-fetts fhould now be gather’d 
from the roots of large trees, and 
planted in nurfery-beds, and young 
plantations should be now provided 
with all forts of foreft-trees ard thrubs, 
which are propagated from flips or 
layers. 

Sct acorns of the Jlex, cork-tree, 
Englifh oak, chefnurs, and walnuts. 

Sow the fameria of the elm, and 
bay berries, all which come up the 
firft year. 

Lay branches of feveral trées to 
take root. This is the beft time to 

~aife any thing that will grow of flips. 

Prune fruit-trecs and yines, for now 


is your feafon to bind, plafh, nail, and 
drefs, without danger of frofts. This 
is to be underftood of the moft tender 
and delicate wall-fruits nor finifh’d 
before : do this before the buds and 
bearers grow turgid; and yet in the 
neclarine and like delicate mural 
fruit, the later the better, notwith- 
{tanding what has been, and feill is 
the contrary cuftom. 

The lateer end of this month isff 
moft proper to graft pears and plums 
of all forts; and fome likewife graft} 
apples and cherries in the cleft, tho’ 
others defer apples longer. The cyons 
cut off from the trees laft month, are 
how to be ufed, without having any 
regard to the notion of the age of 
the moon. 

Now, as well as in OffoJer, may be 
planted the efpatiers of pears, plums, 
or apples, fo ufeful as well as profita- 
ble in a garden ; for being planted a 
conyenicnt diftance from a fruit wall, 
they are an admirable defence againft 
blighting winds, and produce noble 
fruir, 

Rub mofs from trees after a fhow- 
er of rain; ferape and cleanfe them 
from cankers, Gc, Cut and lay quick 
fets, and trim up palafade hedges. 

Earth ap the roots of uncover’d 
fruit-trees, and drain fuperfluous moi 
{ture from roots of trees. Lay bird- 
lime for the bird called the tir, or 
tit-moufe, which is a deftructive ene- 
my to dwarf-pears and plums in this 
and the preceding month, by deftroy- 
ing the buds, 

The beginning of this month you 
may fow auricula feeds in cafes fill’d 
with light earth, and the feeds of the 
polyanthois in fome shady border. | 

Tranfplant all forts of flowering” 
ftrubs, which bear the weather; a5 7 
rofes, jeffamine, hony-fuckle, laburm 
um, lelac, fyringa, fpipeas, altheas, & 
You may make layers of rofes, pome 
granates, phillyrea, laurus tinus, and 
other shrubs. 

Cut the Spanifh jeflamine within | 

anche 
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inches of the ftem, giving them fresh 
earth, likewife give freth earth to 
your carnations planted out in Autumn, 
Towards the latter end fow lark-fpurs, 
hollyhocks, Canterbary bells, primrofe- 
tree, {weet-williams, annual ftocks, 
candy-tufts, pinks, @&c, 

Make plantations of the lilly of the 
valley on the fide of fome fhady bank. 
Sow orangeand lemon kernels in pots ; 
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fet the pots in hot-bedss the kernels 
are to be ufed as foon as taken out of 
the fruit, Shift fuch myrtles as re- 
quire large pots, at the fame time 
shaving off the outfide fibres of their 
roct, and if there be occafion, prune 
their heads pretty clofe. Turn and 
skreen Mould for the ufe of nexe 
month, and continue to roll gravel- 
walks after rain and froft.
